This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: a scrubbing product wherein the attachment structure 
comprises stitching, a scrubbing product wherein the attachment structure comprises 
point bonds and a scrubbing product wherein the attachment structure comprises a 
hook and loop fastener. 

2. The application further contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: a scrubbing product wherein the liquid 
absorbent substrate comprises a sponge, where the liquid absorbent substrate 
comprises a foam, where the liquid absorbent substrate comprises a nonwoven 
material, where the liquid absorbent material comprises a tissue laminate, where the 
liquid absorbent substrate comprises an airlaid web, where the liquid absorbent 
substrate comprises a coform and wherein the liquid absorbent substrate comprises a 
paper web. 

3. The application further contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of claimed invention: a scrubbing product wherein the abrasive 
substrate comprises a wrapped configuration, wherein the abrasive structure comprises 
an endless loop defining a perforation line; and wherein the abrasive structure 
comprises a spiral configuration.
